Costing's No Fun 


About two-thirds of the Thoroughbreds 
bred in North America and presented at 
the auction sales when they are yearlings 
sell for less than the cost of production. 
This fact. or approximation of a fact. is 
of no great concern; there seems to be 
no question that it is better to raise horses 
at a loss than not to raise them at all. 
The horseman usually takes an eminently 
sensible view. akin to that of the week- 
end fisherman. who has an equal aversion 
to cost accounting. 

There is occasional speculation on the 
matter, however. since there is no special 
distaste for money. even among horsemen 
and fly-casters. Observer's column in 
Horse and Hound (London) recently re- 
ported:

More Fees 


The money-winning opportunities for 2- 
year-olds continue to improve (First Land- 
ing’s Garden State Stakes triumph brought 
his season’s bankroll to $396,460), and it 
appears that purses will be bigger than 
ever next year. As has been the case 
with the Garden State, however, the horse- 
men themselves will be putting up most 
of the additional money. 

Arlington and Washington Parks have 
announced that both the Arlington Fu- 
turity and the Washington Park Futurity 
will be worth $100,000 added next year. 
It will cost $3.375 to get a colt to the 
post for these 2 events, and the tracks 
estimate that each race will gross $200,- 
000. This year each futurity was worth 
$75.000. and the combined nomination, 
eligibility, and starting payments amount- 
ed to $2.850. 

Monmouth Park’s Sapling Stakes for 
several years has been a_ late-closing, 
$50.000-added event. Next year it will be 
a $100.000 gross purse, closing January 
15. The cost of getting a starter to the 
post will be $1,200. 


Ask First, Bid Later 


In one of our communications from the 
Fasig-Tipton Company there appeared the 
following bit of sage advice on buying 
horses at auction: 

“Following the Garden State and Bel- 
mont fall race horse sales, Fasig-Tipton 
Company had complaints from buyers who 
inadvertently purchased unsound animals. 
The sales company tries to protect the 
interests of buyer as well as seller. An- 
nouncement is made before each sale of 
guarantees or lack thereof. as the 
may be. The conditions of sale are clear, 
well defined. and are printed in’ each 
catalogue. There is a line printed urging 
buyers to examine animals before they 
bid. Notwithstanding all this. people  in- 
sist on bidding without checking on the 
animals in any way and find themselves 
stuck. This is an unhappy position for 
the buyer and the sales company. as well 
as. in most cases, the seller. 

“Inspect before bidding. When in doubt 
Ask, don’t Bid. . . . Fasig-Tipton will try 
to help if requested.”

NEW JERSEY 
The Champion's Wet Day 


Trenton. It was a 3-goggle day. 

The thermometer shed seme 20 points 
overnight and a Niagara of rain poured 
from cerebral-gray skies. The track had 
the color and consistency of fried chicken 
gravy made with too much flour. On 
the surface. it was hard to justify an oul- 
door assembly of 34.127 souls. 

The justification. of course. was The 
Garden State Stakes. which required a 
minute and 46 seconds. 

The Garden State was such a race that 
for the first time in its 6 runnings all of 
the talk and most of the writing about it 
concerned the contestants and their epic 
struggle. It was hours and many  para- 
graphs later before anyone got around to 
the gaudy financial statistics which have 
been the chief hallmark of this 
mile race for 2-year-olds. 

Christopher T. Chenery’s First Landing 
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gave a victorious accounting that assures 
him of being unanimously acclaimed 2 
2-vear-old champion of 1958. He had _ to 
run at full tilt for 5 furlongs to head 
“Tomy Lee after en indifferent beginning 
which got him the sloppy wake of 7 
of the 13 starters. 

There is license to wax poetic over 
every aspect of First Landing’s victory. 
He is of the quality and ability that por- 
tends a brilliant sophomore attraction fer 
1959, which. for him. is to begin in the 
Bahamas Stakes at Hialeah Park where 
he is to be sent on November 10. 

First Landing is a son of *Turn-to. the 
first winner of this Garden State Stakes. 
Further. he is the next-to-last) offspring 
of the late Hildene. the $600 mare. blind. 
which had already given us Hill Prince. 
Prince Hill. Third Brother. and Manotick. 

No need to labor that here. The race 
was the thing. as artistically as any this 
season and, despite the most intimidating 
conditions, productive of a formful result 
that left the runners’ connections without 


fodder for Sunday morning quarterback- 
Ing. 

Starting just ahead of the point at which 
they would finish after once around, Black 
Hills and Winsome Winner brushed slight- 
ly out of the gate. Jimmy Combest sent 
Namon from the middle of the track 
onto the lead and the advantage for the 
first turn. Eddie Arearo took the best 
position possible for First Landing when 
he appeared not eager to move into high 


gear. He skidded negotiating the first 
turn, 


*Tomy Lee and Restless Wind. in the 
llth and 13th stalls. had no choice except 
to be out in the middle of the track, but 
both made as to continue on a_ straight 
course at the turn though each’s action 
was independent. 

Willie Shoemaker used his whip sharply 
cn *Tomy Lee, but he was now fifth on 
the outside where it was obvious he 
would have to stay. As in the Champagne 
a few weeks earlier, *Tomy Lee ran 
cnough to win the race, but he will never 
do so running 11, miles when the others 
go the prescribed 1,45. 

Namon had a four-length lead coming 
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First Landing, photographed 


out of the club house turn. Sherry Prince. 
which had the initial advantage of the in- 
side post. was running an adequate second. 
Crafty Skipper. which appears to have 
bad ankles. was third with Intentionally 
at his flank. First Landing. not advan- 
tageously placed between horses. was be- 
ginning to understand the challenge. but 
he was still worse than sixth. 

Namon shortened stride abruptly past 
the 6-furlong pole so that one can’t judge 
whether Shoemaker was less than prudent 
in making a bold move on *Tomy Lee 
on the extreme outside. *Tomy Lee went 
to the tiring Namon’s withers and Inten- 
tionally willingly tried to match his move 
on the inside. Black Hills. running greenly, 
brushed the rail with Bill Hartack. 

Crafty Skipper and Carolina Joy were 
still with the first flight. but First Land- 
ing. given room on the outside. began 
to pick them all up. Behind him. Sword 
Dancer took up the chase. too. Rico 
Tesio began his move from 11th place. 

*Tomy Lee took the final turn on the 
lead in strong fashion for Shoemaker. with 
First Landing now in second place but 
with the race still all ahead of him. In- 
tentionally was through at the 3-furlong- 
pole and Sword Dancer. moving fastest 
of all. zoomed outside of him and Sherry 
Prince, then was cut to the inside of the 
leading pair by Eric Guerin and straight- 
ened for the drive to the wire. 

Rico Tesio had come through on the 
rail. but when Sword Dancer challenged 
him for third place it was quickly obvious 
that he was short for this one. For a split 
second nearing the eighth-pole it seemed 
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this summer at Saratoga. 


that Sword Dancer's sheer speed might 
overtake the leaders. but he failed. and 
the battle was between *Tomy Lee and 
First Landing. the latter gaining on the 
leader's right flank. but with distance 
running out. 

It would be news if Arcaro were any- 
thing less than awe-inspiring in role 
sc familiar. but this student is always 
thrilled as if it discovery. 
His bat cracked on First Landing’s hide 
at exactly the instant the colt) sprung 
each stride. and in the last 4 jumps the 
pair of them got Shoemaker and *Tomy 
Lee.

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No one at the moment minded being 
wet. cold and miserable. 

Arearo weighed in with 5 pounds of 
mud and said.

“I fired the top spot you see there.” 
lie said. “and it was all right. Then 
it looked like it began working down ou 
him and I figure that other knot is live 
and hurting him now. It’s the only ex- 
planation I have for him running out. 
We're going back to Santa Anita tonighit 
and I'll treat it there.” 

Childs left no doubt that he considers 
*Tomy Lee capable of taking First Land- 
ing. It looks like the beginning of a 
beautiful rivalry, because he hinted that 
owner Fred Turner Jr. is amenable to 
bringing the colt to Florida next spring. 
They might well be donnybrooking from 
the Flamingo right through the Triple 
Crown. 

As for the others. most are finished for 
the season. Rico Tesio and Intentionally. 
fourth and fifth in the Garden State, will 
be in the Pimlico Futurity on November 
22. There will be a gross and net of 
approximately $170.000 and $125,000 at 
Pimlico, but this is an off-year for that 
event: the stables of First Landing and 
Sword Dancer were practicing economy 
in stakes nominations when the Futurity 
(which has no supplementals) closed ‘n 
1955. and *Tomy Lee was only an embryo 
in England. hardly a prospect for a race 
way off in Baltimore.

KENTUCkY 
Knight's Night 


Henry Hudson Knight. master salesman 
of trucks and horses during a successful 
business and sporting career. was honored 
by the Thoroughbred Club of America oii 
Saturday. October 25, at the club’s 27th 
annual testimonial dinner. The dinner. 
held at Keeneland. was attended by more 
than 400 members and guests. 

Since Knight had specified that he did 
not wish to make a speech. the program 
was in the form of an interview. with J. B. 
Faulconer. director of public relations for 


Keeneland, asking the questions. This 
same procedure was followed in 1955, 


when James Fitzsimmons was honored. 
Faulconer did not probe Knight's views 
on racing and/or breeding: rather, he 
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cued Knight in the recounting of his 
family and personal history. 

The present Almahurst Farm. which 
comprises about 2.100 acres in Jessamine 
County. about 10 miles south of Lexington. 
includes 160 acres given Knight’s great- 
great-grandfather by Gov. Robert Dinwid- 
die. of Virginia. A member of the Knight 
family has owned this acreage since 1802. 

Knight left his Nicholasville home at 
the age of 20. and worked in various jobs 
until 1917, when he settled in Columbus. 
Ohio, as a salesman for a Cadillae dealer. 
Except for a year in the Army during 
World War I he was in the automobile 
and truck business for the next 35 years. 
From 1927-1952 he was special accounts 
representative for the truck-and-coach divi- 
sion of General Motors. 

After speaking of his business career, 
Knight commented briefly on some of the 
tep horses bred at Almahurst by his father 
and his uncles — Claude. Exterminator. 
Volga. Nervolo Belle. Peter Volo. 

Knight entered the horse-breeding busi- 
ness with Standardbreds. and among the 
good ones he bred were Greyhound. Yank- 
ee Maid and Chestertown. He bought 
his first Thoroughbred, the broodmare 
Possible, in 1935, and he sold his first 
yearling. a colt out of Possible. at Sara- 
toga in 1936. From 1936 until he dis- 
persed most of his mares in 1955, there 
was not a year in which Knight did not 
consign yearlings to public auction. 

Knight has been one of the biggest buy- 
ers in the history of Thoroughbred breed- 
ing. and some of his largest transactions 
were recalled by Faulconer. including 
wholesale purchases of stock from Emer- 
son Woodward’s Valdina’ Farms. Mrs. 
Ethel Mars’ Milky Way Farm. John 
Marsch. Coldstream Farm. William Helis. 
and Marcel Boussac. 

The honor guest offered side comments 
on several of his purchases: 

“T bought Heliopolis for $240,000. syn- 
dicated him for $320.000. and kept one- 
quarter interest for myself. 

“T sold all but 12 of the Valdina horses 
by telephone in 3 nights from San Antonio, 

“When | bought the mares from John 
Marsch—Roscoe Goose was in on that— 
I sold all the Blue Larkspur mares to 
Warren Wright. including Blue Delight. 
| kept Irvana (dam of No Strings and 
granddam of Nail). She was a gray mare. 
| never had a gray mare that didn’t pro- 
duce a good runner. 

“Those horses [ bought from Boussae 
(*Goya Il. *Priam Il. *Hierocles. and 
*Adaris) didn’t amount to much. They 
were as good as the average. but not what 
expected.” 

In closing. Knight gave his principles 
of successful horse selling: “Get the best 
stock you can and display it the best 
Way you can. Sell it the same as you 
would a truck.” 

George Swinebroad acted as master of 
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ceremonies. and Dr. Arthur H. Davidson, 
TCA president, presented Knight a_life- 
time membership pin and a scroll. 


Good Weather, Good Betting 


Blessed with splendid weather for the 
first 10 days of its 11-day fall meeting. 
Keeneland last week finished its best 
meeting in history, the track’s pari-mutuel 
handle topping 5-million dollars for the 
first time. This was the first time that a 
Keeneland meeting had included 3 Satur- 
days. but even so the final total of $5.- 
238.570 was well above the expectations 
of track officials. 

Best previous handle at a Keeneland 
meeting was $4.786.882. in 11 days in 
the spring of 1956. In last fall’s 13-day 
meeting the track handled only $4.105.406. 
Since the fields for the Breeders’ Futurity 
and the Alcibiades were no stronger than 
in 1957 and the Spinster field was con- 


siderably weaker, the upsurge must be 
attributed to good weather, and in a 
measure to the daily double and a daily 
eighth race. 

Last year the take-out was 10 per cent, 
this year 14 per cent. 

Attendance also boomed, with 89,023 
persons attending the 11 programs. This 
too was a record for a fall meeting —- 
last year the total was only 72,911 — but 
it was not a track record, set in the 
spring of 1953. Per capita betting this 
fall was $58.85, up $2.54 from the 1957 
figure of $56.31.

For each of its first 2 runnings Keeneland’s 
Spinster Stakes drew an outstanding field.

A 3-10 favorite, Bornastar 
took the lead from Little Pache at the half-mile- 
pole and drew away with authority, reaching the 
finish 5 lengths in advance of Moon Glory.

Clark sold the colt privately 
to the Nuckols Brothers. who got $13,700 
for him as a yearling at the.1954 Keene- 
land summer sales. The Woodley Lane 
Farm of Steven B. Wilson, Joseph R. 
Straus, and Lafayette Ward bought him,

At 2 Reneged won the Flash and Troy 
Stakes. but he bowed a tendon at Saratoga 
and was on the shelf for almost a year.

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Strong Demand for Yearlings 


When the last yearlings had been 
hurried out of the sales barns at Keene- 
land to make room for the broodmares 
and other stock that were to be sold next, 
there was no question that the market 
had been strong. With buyers arriving 
and departing in relays as their quotas 
were filled. interest was sustained through- 
out the 9 long sessions. and on the final 
night, which Col. P. T. Chinn had ad- 
vertised as “give-away night” and “murder 
on breeders,” the highest average of the 
series was reached. The $2.822 average 
for a total of 665 yearlings was 6.9 per 
cent higher than for the fall sales of 
1957. 

Appraisal of the market was compli- 
cated, however. by a switchback in the 
policy of the Breeders’ Sales Company. 
In 1957 it sold only 235 yearlings in the 
summer auctions, obtaining the spaciously 
high average of $11,789 and leaving a 
record number to be disposed of later in 
the year. The fall average again was 
higher than in 1956, but when figures for 
the summer and fall series were com- 
bined, both the average and volume of 
sales were lower. 

This year the company restored the 
summer auctions to a more normal figure. 
with the result that the July average drop- 
ped by 18.4 per cent, but the average 
price for the record total of 1.022 year- 
lings in the summer and fall sales. taken 
together, was 3.0 per cent higher than 
last year. The combined average was still 
1.8 per cent lower than in 1956. when 
the fall sales were held after the race 
meeting at Keeneland had ended.

The strength of the market. as com- 
pared with the fall sales of 1956 as well 
as those of 1957, was most clearly indi- 
cated. perhaps, by the tables showing dis- 
tribution according to prices paid. A 
maximum bid of $900. which would have 
bought 20 per cent of the yearlings offer- 
ed in the fall of 1955 or 1956, was re- 
quired to obtain the bottom 10 per cent 
this year.

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RENEGED won Saratoga’s Flash Stakes under top weight of 122 lbs. He is 
pictured winning from Head Man (114). Earlier he had equaled a world mark, 
had won the Troy Stakes at Jamaica. 


RENEGED carried highweight of 126 lbs. in the Yankee Handicap. He led. 
the way over a heavy track to win from Kingmaker and Oh Johnny. 


RENEGED has been a special sort of horse ever since the 
day he equaled the world’s record for 4% furlongs at Bel- 
mont as a 2-year-old. To look at him one knew he was a 
special horse by his magnificent physique; he was _ special 
on the race track in his ability to win stakes from 5% fur- 
longs to 1% miles, against top class opposition, and under 
the highest weights. At the same time his luck was special 
—of the unfavorable variety. In each of his four racing sea- 
sons he had to overcome bows and other injuries. He did 
so with a magnificent courage that earned him a special spot 
in the hearts of those who knew him. 


After equaling the world mark at 2, Reneged won the Troy 
Stakes at Jamaica and then won the Flash Stakes at Saratoga 
under top weight of 122 lbs. That ended his 2-year-old 
career. 


He came back to the races nearly a year later, July 1956, 
and was a top-flight 3-year-old until November when a 
bruised heel stopped him again. In the one-mile Jerome 
Handicap at Belmont he scored a convincing four-length 
win over Tick Tock, Countermand, Head Man, and 11 days 
later won the 1%-mile Discovery Handicap impressively from 
Riley, Oh Johnny, Third Brother and others. Reneged was 
given top weight of 126 lbs., and won the Yankee Handicap 
by two lengths from Kingmaker and Oh Johnny. At Garden 
State 10 days later he carried top weight of 128 lbs. to win 
the Benjamin Franklin Handicap from Tick Tock (116) and 
*St. Amour (118). In his final start at 3, Reneged was as- 
signed 130 Ibs. for the 1°16 mile Roamer Handicap but was 
caught in the final 70 yards by Third Brother which was 
getting 10 Ibs. 


As a 4-year-old Reneged returned to the races in the summer 
and at Saratoga won an overnight handicap at one mile 
from Mr. Al G., Gray Phantom and Thinking Cap. On 
August 24 he started in the 1%, mile Saratoga Handicap 
against an excellent field of stayers. He put away the pace 
setter, Admiral Vee, after six furlongs and won by a length 
from Ricci Tavi, Career Boy, Kingmaker, Dedicate, Riley, 
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etc. Under topweight of 124 lbs. he ran second to Tick 
Tock (114) in the Sysonby. He turned in one of his best 
races in the 1%-mile Nassau County Handicap. Carrying 
121 lbs., he ran the first mile in 1:34% but was caught in 
the final sixteenth by Gallant Man (121) and Dedicate (126). 
The first four horses across the finish line beat the old 
track record set by Counterpoint. 


He then started in the 11%4-mile Manhattan Handicap under 
joint topweight of 125 lbs. with Third Brother. Reneged 
won by two lengths from Cavort and Third Brother. 


In 1958 Reneged again returned to the races in July and 
at Saratoga he carried 126 lbs. to draw away and win the 
American Legion Handicap by five lengths. He was high- 
weight of 136 lbs. in the Fall Highweight at Belmont and 
finished second to Bull Strength, getting 16 lbs., with Cohoes, 
getting nine pounds, third. He made three more starts and 
placed in all three — Woodward S., Nassau County H., and 
Sysonby H. He gave weight to all to finish ahead of him 
except one, Clem, and both carried 126 lbs.

No other 
owner-trainer in America is as busy. Un- 
like trainers with large stables. 
Bishop owns all his own stock. 

He once specialized strictly in) cheap

horses. but in recent years he has come 
up with better stock. This is his best 
season financially. His horses have won 
more than $600,000. 

Bishop paid $45.000 for Benburgoo a 
year ago last summer. “Everybody said 
that was too high, but he’s won himself 
out several times.” 

Bernburgoo gave Bishop his 
thrill by upsetting Round Table in’ the 
Warren Wright Memorial Handicap at 
Arlington Park last summer. 

Bernburgoo has been on the shelf in 
recent weeks. “Nothing much wrong with 
him.” Bishop said. “His ankles were get- 
ting a litthke warm, so blistered them 
lightly and gave him a ball. He’s O. K. 
We'll start him in New Orleans.” 

Bishop gave up $55.000 last August for 
Maine Chance Farm’s 3-year-old colt 
Ebony Pearl. “If I'd a got him when Tim 
Tam just beat him in the Derby Trial. 
he’d been worth $200,000.” 

Ebony Pearl made a dozen or so starts 
for Bishop before winning. “He'll be all 
right.” Bishop said. “He’s gained 50-100 
pounds since I got him. All he has to do 
is win one good race. Even so. Pll make 
money with him.” 

Bishop looks for soundness and_ past

performances in a horse. “A lot of horses 
that don’t look good can run. Myself. ve 
had an awful lot of ugly horses that ran 
very good. Don’t pay much attention to 
breeding.” 

After Bernburgoo races another season. 
Bishop aims to retire him to stud. “Im 
dickering to buy a real good cattle farm 
down in Illinois. about 360 acres. It’s all 
in bluegrass. and lots of limestone. Vl 
get another stud, too. and 20 of the best 
mares [ can find.”

Bella Paola's Farewell 


Paris. Three of the 7 starters in’ the 
114-mile Champion Stakes at Newmarket 
October 16 were 3-year-olds with classic 
ranking. and they took the first 3 places. 
The winner. Bella Paola (Ticino—Rhea 
Il, by Gundomar). had won the One 
Thousand Guineas. Oaks. and Prix Ver- 
meille. had been an unlucky second in the 
Prix du Jockey Club. and had been hamp- 
ered when making her effort in the Prix 
de Are de Triomphe on October 5. 

Sindon (Hyperbole—Cotton Wool. by 
Donatello IL) had won the Irish Derby. 
finished second in the Lrish Two Thous- 
and Guineas and St. Leger, third in the 
Gallinule Stakes. Major Portion (*Court 
Martial—Better Half. by Mieuxce). top- 
weight in the Free Handicap. after a close 
second in the Two Thousand Guineas had 
won the St. James’s Palace Stakes and 
Queen Elizabeth I] Stakes, and also had 
beaten the Two Thousand Guineas winner 
in the Sussex Stakes. 

The one other 3-year-old in the field. 
Guersillus, made the running for a mile 
before yielding to Sindon. Bella Paola. 
ridden by Guy Lequeux. waited until the 
last furlong to move to the front, and she 
won easily by a length and a half. Sindon 
was 2 lengths ahead of Major Portion, 
The others were London Cry, Primera. 
Guersillus. and Pampered. 

This was the last race for Bella Paola. 
trained in France by Francois Mathet. 
She now goes to the stud of Francois 
Dupre. her breeder and owner, after win- 
ning £35.004 and 26.368.180 francs in 8 
victories and 2 places from 11 starts. 

Rose Royale, another French-bred filly. 
won the Champion Stakes in 1957. but 
from 1877 to 1956 only 7 other females 
had been first in this important test. Of 
the 8 fillies preceding Bella Paola on the 
list. 5 had won the Champion Stakes as 
3-year-olds, Jannette in 1878, Chatelaine 
in 1933, Rockfel in 1938, *Hycilla- in 
1944, Rose Royale in 1957. All of these 
were classic winners, but none of them 
had so impressive a career as Bella Paola.
